OU yourſelf obſerve, and I may alſo confidently affirm, that there 
is nothing to be met with, in Canmer's Regiſter, concerning Har- 
low's Conſecration, unleſs I am much miſtaken, having perus'd that 
Regiſter ſeveral times over and over. Among the Records at Sy. 

Aſaph there is no Regiſter at all of Barlow's to be found; nor was any thing 

done by him in that Biſhoprick which was proper to be entred in a Regiſter. 

Among thole of St. David's indeed there are the Regiſters of ſome other Bi- 

ſhops : but as the greateſt part of them periſh'd long ſince, that of Barlow's 


is loſt among the reſt. Whether this happen'd by accident or deſign, I cannot 


tell: bur this I find in a publick (4) Inſtrument, That Robert Farrar, Barlow's 


ſucceſſor in the Biſhoprick of St. David's, did, by the King's authority, buru 


the eccleſiaſtical Books, Martyrologies, Portifories, Miſſals and Calendars 


of his See, wherein the names of the Biſhops, and the time of their admiſſion, 


death, and tranſlation were wont to be entred: From which that Conſecra- 


tion, which has been ſo anxiouſly ſearch'd for elſew here, might perhaps have 


been prov'd. 1105 399 ee - Ay 
In the Metropolitical Church of Canterbury, from whencethe Commiſſions for 

the Conſecrations of the Biſhops of the Province, out of that Cathedral Church, 

were wont to be granted, ſome Regiſters have eſcap'd divers Ruins, and a late 


Fire. In theſe there ſtill appear fifteen commiſſions for the Conſecrations of 


Biſhops, from the year 1506, to the year 1531. From that year till 1541, all 
the acts are loſt. The other Regiſters of the Province I take the leis notice 
of, becauſe, according to the method of our diſcipline, whereſoever Barlow 
might happen to be conſecrated, whether it was in any Cathedral Church, or 
(which ſeems to me the moſt credible) in the Chapel of ſome Biſhop, or other 
dignified Clergyman, who had an Oratory in his own houſe, the acts of the con- 


ſecration were not to be entred in the Regiſter of the place where it was per- 


form'd, but to be ingrols'd in a ſeparate Inſtrument, and ſent forthwith to the 


Archbiſhop of Canterbury, by virtue of whoſe commiſſion the matter had been 


tranſacted,

And what was it that made Champrey himſelf doubt of Barlow's conſe- 
cration? Had he the knowledge of that defect from common Fame, which, 
tho' moſt commonly a Har, doth ſometimes tell truth? Or was he told it b 
any ſufficient author? He could not ſay he was. It was enough for him, that 
the acts of that conſecration are not to be met with in Cm es Regiſter; and 
therefore he hàd good reaſon to (c) doubt of his conſecration. We own they 
are not: but neither are thoſe of many other Biſhops, of whoſe confecrations 
Champney, were he now alive, would make no doubt; nay, whole conſecra- 
tions we have certain proof of from other publick Inſtruments. 

Fox of Hereford's conſecration doth no where appear in that Regiſter. But 
we find in (4) Rymer that he was conſecrated; and that on the 26th of 
Sept. 1535. as is expreſly related in his own Regiſter, prefery'd among the 
manuſcripts of the late Biſhop of (e) E). wy WR 

(V)) Sampſon of Chicheſter, (g) Latimer of Worceſter, and (5) Hilfley of 
Rocheſter muſt all be look'd upon as never conſecrated; if Champney's conclu- 
ſion be juſt, from the ſilence of Cranmer's Regiſter concerning the ſame. But 
it plainly appears, by publick Inſtruments, that every one of them was duly 
conſecrated.

We cannot now find either the confirmation or conſecration of Gardiner, 

Biſhop of Wincheſter, in Warhan's Regiſter. This is the more conſiderable, 
becauſe, tho' he might indeed be conlecrated by others, yet he could not be 
confirm'd, but either by the Archbiſhop, or his Commſſioner. But all publick 
Records are fo ſilent concerning both the confirmation and conſecration of 
that Biſhop, that the moſt learned Examiners of theſe matters are not agreed 
(4) fo much as in the year wherein he was confirm'd and conſecrated. By the 


; 


{ame reaſon therefore that Bar low's Epiſcopal character is doubted of, we muſt 
neceſſarily doubt of that of Gardiner, their great Leader. N 
Gardiner was the firſt in commiſſion for the conſecration of Bonner Biſhop 
of London, the hotteſt of all thoſe zealots, except Cardiner himſelf. By him, 
aſſiſted by the Biſhops of (/) Chicheſter and (m) Hereford, was Bonner con- 
ſecrated. If then Parker's conſecration is therefore to be look d upon as in- 
valid, becauſe the Regiſters do not mention Barlow's confecration, it will 
follow, that neither was Bonner lawfully conſecrated by Gardine. 
It would be endleſs to give you a catalogue of all the reſt who were conſecrated 
by fuch Biſhops. But one of them I cannot wholly paſs over: Parker's fa- 
mous Predeceſſor, Cardinal Pole; at whoſe conſecration there were ſix (a) Bi- 
ſhops preſent. Of rhele, the conſecrations of two, (o) Nicholas Heath Arch- 
biſhop of Tor-, and (p) Thomas Thyrleby Biſhop of Ely, are extant in the 
Regiſters. (q) Bonner, who had the ſecond place in that office, was con-

fect with Barlow. Theſe Cavillers therefore muſt either own, that Gardiner, 
(e) Bonner, and even their moſt reyerend Archbiſhop Pole himſelf, are to be 


denied their order: or if they contend, that theſe were canonically conſe. . 


crated, notwithſtanding the ſilence of the Regiſters, as we make no doubt 
they were, they muſt confeſs, as it is reaſonable, juſt, and true, that there is 
alſo no room to doubt of the conſecration of Marthew Parker ; eſpecially 
| ſince it is plain, that not only three (#) of his four conſecrators were certaiu- 
ly conſecrated, but even the ( fourth alſo is ſhewn to have had the Epiſco- 
cal changct, . , ß ũͤ-ůA!m 
From theſe many and various examples it appears, how weak, how uncer- 
tain, how plainly nothing Champneys argument is againſt Bar/ow's conſe- 


cration. But if you ſhould ask me, How it came to paſs, that the acts of 


this conſecration were either never entred in Craumer's Regiſter, or if they 
were entred therein, were afterwards loſt ? I might ask you again, How it 
came to pals, that the conſecrations of ſo many other Biſhops are not to he 
found in the ſame Regiſter ? And eſpecially of thoſe Biſhops who were conſe- 
crated much about the fame time with Barlow :. Fox of Hereford, Latimer 
of Worceſter, Sampſon of Chicheſter, Hilſley of Rocheſter; all whoſe conſe- 
crations, being perform'd within the ſpace of one (x) year, are wavting in Cran- 
mer's Regiſter ? After two hundred years and (y) more tis impoſſib eto gueſs 
at the reaſon of ſuch defects. For my part, I am fo far from inquiring, why 
ſome conſecrations are not to be found in his Regiſter, that I rather wonder, 
that there are ſo many left; yea, that the whole Regiſter was not burnt in 
the ſame pile with its Maſter. _ WO Dy Veg 
But, to fay nothing how ſuch acts might have been loſt by the particular 
| hands they came through, it is certain, that, under Queen Mary, commiſſions 
were publickly granted for the inſpection of the Regiſters, and other ſuch 
like acts: and that affair was committed to truſty perſons, that whatever 
ſhould be found to have been done, either contrary to the ancient Inſtitutions 
of the Church, or to the Pope's authority, which the had then reſtor'd, ſhould 
be wholly obliterated. And what theſe men might have done with Cranmer's 


Regiſter, what mati now alive can be able to fay, or even to gueſs at? Per- 


haps therefore the acts of this very conſecration might have been formerly 
inferred in this Regiſter, tho now they are not to be found therein. *Tis certain, 
it looks very ſuſpiciouſly, that the conſecrations of ſo many Biſhops, all per- 
form'd about the fame time, ſhould be loſt out of it; moſt of whom are no- 
toriouſſy known to have been great favourers of the King's . and 
the Reformation of Religion. But perhaps they were never inſerted into the 
Regiſter from the beginning. For, to ſay no more of the conſecrations of 
the reſt; Barlow was confirm'd Biſhop of Sz. Aſaph 2 3 Febr. 1535. At thar 
time he was out of town; being imploy'd in Dp King's ſervice out of the 
(z) Kingdom. Hence it came to pals, that he was confirm'd by proxy ; and, 
tis very likely, he was conſecrated in the Countrey, by virtue of the Archbi- 
ſhop's commiſſion. Ar the very ſame time that theſe things were tranſacted, 
(to wit) on the 18th day of the ſame month, died Richard Rawlins, Biſhop of 
St. David's. Barlow was ſubſtituted into his place which ſo much expedi - 
tion, that his election was diſpatch'd by the Precentor and Chapter of dt. Da.

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vids on the 100 day of April following. Within this fo very ſhort a ſhac« 
of AE Barlow was elected and confirm'd to the two Biſhopricks of Ot. Afaph 


and H. David's, and, as we conſtantly aſſert, alſo conſecrated a Biſhop. And 
what wonder is it, if, in the midſt of ſo many things as were to be done 
in ſo ſhort a time, ſome (a) things might happen to be neglęcted, which were 


ordinarily accuſtomed to be done? And that the acts of Barlow's conſecra- 


tion were either never tranſmitted to rhe Archbiſhop at all, or not entred by 
the Actuary into his Regiſter? Who perhaps thought it abſurd to inſert Bar- 
docs conſecration therein to the See of St. Aſaph, who, in the mean time, 


before thar (Entry) could be made, had been nominated by the King, and 
perhaps alſo elected by the Chapter, to the See of St. David's. 

And hence it is clear (that I may obſerve that too by the by) why Bay- 
bow, in the King's Letters Patents, and the whole proceſs of the election of his 
ſucceſſor Robert Marton, was ſtyled Biſhop Elect of Sr. Aſaph. For, ſince 


tis certain, that he never had the poſſeſſion of the Biſhoprick of St. A/aph, as 
having neither been inſtall'd in the epiſcopal See, nor receiv'd the Temporali- 


ties from the King; and laſtly, ſince the Chapter of $7. A/aph were not in form 


of law certified either of his confirmation or conſecration; as may fairly be 


concluded, not only from the utter ſilence of the publick acts in this behalf, 
but allo from that very ſhort ſpace of time between his confirmation to the 
Biſhoprick of Sr. A/aph, and his election to the Biſhoprick of $7. David's: 


It follows, that, tho' we certainly know he was actually confirm'd, and have 


ood reaſon to believe him conſecrated alſo; yet, with reſpect to the See of 


It. Aſaph, he could not juſtly be ſtyled any more than Biſhop Elect; foraſ- 


much as neither his confirmation nor conſecration had been certified to the 
Chapter of that Church in due form of Law. | 
Neither are we here to regard that ſpace (4) of time which paſſed between 


 Barlow's leaving the See of St. Aſaph, and the election and conſecration of 


his ſucceſſor : ſince all thoſe things which are ſpoken of Barlou, in that pro- 


ceſs of the election and confirmation of Warton, have reſpect only to that, 


time whilſt he was Biſhop of Sr. Aſaph. And, even in that ſpace, Barhw 
might be conſecrated Mm of Hr. Aſaph, and yet nevertheleſs truly be ſtyled 
Biſhop Ele, if that conſecration had neither been duly ſignified ro the Dean 
and Chapter of St. Aſaph, nor any inſtallation, or reſtitution of the Tempo- 


ralities had follow'd thereon; as it plainly appears there did none follow on 
it. And in this we have (c) Champney himſelf agreeing with us: Not to ſpeak 
of the Statute of King (4) Henry VIII. for the making of Biſhops; Where all 


Biſhops are ſo long to be reckon'd Biſhops Elec, as till all things are perform'd, 


which are by that Law requir'd to the perfect making of them; which, in this 


caſe of Barlou, were never perform'd, with reſpect to the See of St. Aſaph. 

As to what relates to the title of Elect of ot. Aſaph, which is attributed to 
Barlou, in the proceſs of the election and confirmation of Marton, his ſuc- 
ceſſor; becauſe what I wrote to you before concerning that matter, hath not 
yet given you full ſatisfaction, I ſhall enlarge a little upon it, to make it more 
clear to you. And here, in the firſt place, it is to be obſerv'd, That, in the 
Statute concerning the election, confirmation, and conſecration of an Archbi- 
ſhop or Biſhop, there is mention only of two titles of thoſe who are ad- 


mitted to thoſe dignities: Of which the one is more reſtrain d, while the pro- 


ceſs remains as yet incomplete, and is not perfected in the manner as by that 
law is preſcrib'd ; to wit, of Lord Elefed: The other is general, of Bi/hop, 
or Archbiſhop of the Dioceſe, to which he had been elected. | 


„ 


The election therefore of a Biſhop being made by the Dean and Chapter, 


and certified to the King under their common ſeal; from thenceforth, he who

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is ſo elected, is, by virtue of that ſtatute, to enjoy the title of Lord EleFed 
of ſuch a Dioceſe. But, after he has been confirm'd by the Royal authority, 
and conſecrated, he is, by virtue of the ſame ſtatute, in all reſpects, to en- 
joy both ſthe ame, title, degree, and dignity of Biſhop of the Dioceſe, to 
which he hath been elected, and allow'd to perform all the Offices which be- 
long to his dignity, as any other Archbiſhop or Biſhop doth. This is the ſub- 
ſtance of that ſtatute. And from hence appears, that a Biſhop, before his e- 
lection is made and certified to the King, hath 2 Fitle at all in the law: after 
that is compleated, he is honour'd with the title of Lord Elected; but ſo ſoon 
as his election ſo certified is coafirm'd, and himſelf conſecrated (if there be 
(e) occaſion, ) then he has a right to the name, title, degree, and dignity of 
Biſhop of the Dioceſe to which he had been elected and conſirm'd. 

And, left you ſhould doubt of this our expoſition of that ſtature, you may 
ſee a confirmation thereof beyond all exception, in the Form of conſerrating 
Biſhops ; which, having been ſeveral times cſtabliſh'd by the ſtatutes of the 
realm, is allow'd of itſelf to have alſo the force of a Law. In this Form, in 
the firſt place, it is order'd, That 7he elected Biſhop ſhall be preſented by 
two Biſhops unto the Archbiſhop, and that to be conſecrated Biſhop. Then 
the perſon preſented takes his 9arh of canonical obedience to the Archbiſhop, 
in theſe words; * I, choſen Biſhop of /ach Church and See, da profels 


and promiſe“ Sc. In the Litany, the proper ſuf/rage for the perſon who is 


to be conſecrated is this; * That it may pleaſe thee to bleſs this our Brother 
Elected, Sc. After the Examination, the Biſhop Elect puts on the Epi fe 
copal habit. And laſtly, when the reſt of the prayers are ended, and the Arch. 
biſhop and Bijnops aſſiſtant are proceeding to the act of conſecration itſelf, the 
elected biſhop is commanded to kneel upon his knees, while their hands are 
laid upon him. Which being done, and the Elect now Con ſecrated, he is im- 
mediately ſtyled a Biſhop; and the new conſecrated Biſhop , with others pre- 


ſent, are requir'd to communicate of the body and blood of C hrift. Thus it 


appears mcſt certain, that even till the very article of conſecration, no other 
name (or title) doth of right belong to any one, than that of Biſhop Ele? : 
tho”, for honour ſake, we may ſometimes meet with the title of Biſhop, with 


out any ſuch addition, given to thoſe who are not yet conſecrated, and that 


too in publick Inſtruments. 
As to what you add further, that you have not yet met with any example 
of any Biſhop, except Barlow alone, who is ſtyl' by that title of Zee, in 


the King's Writ; if fo be you mean it in the fame ſenſe wherein Barlow is ſo 


called, that is to ſay, with reſpect to the former Biſhoprick to which he had 
been before elected, I think indeed it is no great wonder: for I have obſerv'd 


only three Biſhops, who, within theſe two hundred years Jaſt paſt, have 


been tranſlared to ſecond Sees before they had been conſecrated to the former. 
The (F) Vt of thele is this (g) Barlo whom we are now ſpeaking of. The 
«ſecond is Bonner, who was elected and confirm'd to the Biſhoprick of Here- 
Ford, in his abſence, while he was long detain'd in an embaſſy (+) beyond the 
the ſeas, and held the ſame almoſt.a year without being conſecrated; and af- 
ter that was tranſlated ro the See of London, before his return home. After 
that he return'd home, and now, ſome months after his confirmation to that 
his other Sce, when he was to be conſecrated, we meet with the fame title of 
Biſhop of Hereford Elef?, in the King's Writ for his conſecration, And, 


becauſe that Inſtrument is omitted by Rymer, it may be to the purpoſe, to add 


it here at large. |

In this Writ we may obſerve the groſs ignorance or negligence of the writer, 
who, in the King's name, commandeth the confirmation and conſecration of 
Bonner, (according to the cuſtom of thole inſtruments,) notwithſtanding he 
had been (2) confirmed in the month of November foregoing. In this however 
he is right, that with reſpect to both the Secs, as well of Hereford as Lon- 


don, he doth not ſtyle him Biſhop abſolutely, but Elect; as having never 


been the Biſhop of the former, and not yet being the Biſhop of the latter 
Dioceſe. 


Next to him, in the Third place, follows the reverend Father (%) William 


Juxon; who, as Bonner had been before, was elected to the Biſhoprick of 


Hereford, in the year 1633. and before conſecration tranſlated likewile to the 
See of London. In the Proceſs of this reverend Father every thing is ſet forth 
exactly according to the form of that of Marton. The very title of the acts 
is thus inſcrib'd, Acta habita & facta in negotio, Sc. Acts paſs'd and done

extraordinary in that deſignation of Bar/ow ; who yet, in his confirmation 


to the See of St. David's, is every where call'd by the ſingle name of Bop.

bw, I recommend you to your (Favourite) Rymer : where, in the Regal 
Writs for the reſtitution of the Temporalities, you will find an hundred in- 
ſtances of Biſhops, not only cmd but conſecrated allo, call'd by that ſame 
title of Electh. Cranmer was conſecrated the 30" day of March, in the year 
1533. And yet neverthcicis, in the Writ for the reſtitution of his Tempo- 
ralities, dated 29" day of April next following, he his only call'd (o) Late 
£left; and under that title the temporalities were reſtor'd to him. In the 
reſtitutions of the Temporalities of many other Biſhops, their conſecration is 
mention'd in the very Writs: Yet even thele are deſcrib'd by the ſame title 


of Elet7s; tho' "tis known, that they were not only conſecrated, but alſo in- 


veſted with the Epilcopal Enſigns. Theſe are the words of the Royal Writs ; 
Nos confirmationem & conſecrationem illas (p) acceptantes, &c. Me, accept- 
zng the ſaid confirmation and conſecration, have taken the fealty of the ſaid 
elected and confirined ——. And therefore we command you to deliver the 
Temporalities to the ſaid ele . And the Knights, &c. Tenents of the 
Bijhoprich of . . . . are commanded to attend and be anſwerable to the ſaid 


elect, as their Biſhop and Lord, in all things relating to the ſaid Bijhop- 


ric. And this Anſwer may ſuffice concerning the title of Bz/hop Elect. 
But what you write, that ſome have excepted againſt Barlow's conſecration, 


to wit, that he was not ſo much a Biſhop, as Uſufructuary of his Biſhopricks, 


and therefore had no need of any Epiſcopal benediction, is eaſily confuted. 
For he was nominated, elected, and coufirm'd to the Biſhoprick of t. Aſaph, 


according to the method preicrib'd by our () laws. Theſe things neither are, 
nor ever ought to be, done, in an U:utructuary. For, to conſider this whole pro- 


ceſs a little more diſtinctly; F:r//, The Chapter of Ss. Aſaph certified to the 


King the death of Henry dtandiſh, their late oY and petition'd for a Li- 


cence to chuſe another into his place. What a Biſhop do they here ſpeak of ? 


Of an Uſufructuary, or of a Dioceſan Biſhop 2 Or what kind of a Licence to 


chuſe do they petition for? Another into the place of their deceaſed Biſhop : 


that is, ſuch austher as their decealed Biſhop had been, and ſuch a one as his 


Church and Dioceſe, deſtitute of a Paſtor, with'd for in his place. 

The King hcarken'd to the petition of the Chapter; granted them a Licence 
to chuſe a Biſhop; and recommended Barlow to the Chapter, as a fit man to 
execute the office of a Paſtor or Biſhop. What ſort of a Biſhop can you think 


he meant here? An Occonomiſt, who might enjoy the Temporalities of the 


Biſhoprick, as they call 'em, and live ſplendidly upon them? Or a Paſtor, 
who ſhould execute the office of a true Biſhop, to the good of his Church 


and Dioceſe. The Chapter, having obtain'd this Licence of the King, elected 


Barlow for their Biſhop and Paſtor: the Archbiſhop confirm'd the election; 
and all things were done, as is uſual in the procels of a Dioceſan Biſhop and 
Paſtor, ſuch as Barlow both was, and was always taken to be. 

The very fame ſteps were exactly purſu'd allo in his entring upon that other 
Biſhoprick of S. David's. The Chapter ſignified to the King the death of 


their Biſhop, the widowhood of their Church, and the vacancy of the Biſhop- 


rick; and petition'd for a Licence to elect another for the Paſtor and Biſhop of 
their Dioceſe. The King granted them the Licence they had petition'd for. 
The election was made by the Chapter, aſſented to by the King, and con- 
firm'd by the Archbiſhop: and all this before the rents and profits of the Bi- 
ſhoprick (which we call the Temporalities) were reſtor'd to him. From all 
which it plainly appears, that Barlow was firſt made a Biſhop, and then ad- 
mitted to the enjoyment of the profits of his Biſhoprick: to wit, by the re- 


ſtitution of the Yemporalities ; which by law ought then to be done, after the 


Biſhop has, by election, confirmation, and conſecration, been fully promoted

thereunto in due form of law. | 


How far the conſtitution of an *U/ufrut7uary is different from this procels , 


in the election and confirmation of a Hioceſan Hiſhip, is ſufficiently ſhew'd 
from the very writings of ſuch like Oeconomiſts, many of which are to be 
found in (7) Rymer. And, that you may not entertain the leaſt doubt of this 
matter, I will propoſe to you another clear argument, from the publick Re. 
cords. In the ſummons to the affemblies of the eſtates of the realm, which we 
call Parliaments, all the Archbiſhops and Biſhops within the Kingdom of Eng- 
land, are ſummon'd by the King's Writ. If any Biſhop happens to be out of 
the realm, or if any Biſhoprick happens to be vacant, inſtead of rhe Biſhop, 
the Guardian of the Spiritualities is ſummon'd. But that you may underſtand 
who that Guardian of the Spiritualities is, you mult know, that ſo often as 
any Biſhoprick is deſtitute of its Paſtor, the ſpiritual juriſdiction thereof de- 
volveth upon the Archbiſhop of the Province, as the adminiſtration of the 
rents, and profits doth to the King. And, as the King hath his proper officers 
for the receipt and management of the Temporalities; ſo the Archbithop no- 
minateth ſome grave man, well skill'd in the laws of the Church, to exerciſe 
the Spiritualities, who from thence is ſty led Guardian of the Spiritualities. 
His authority within the vacant Dioceſe, by virtue of the Archbiſhop's Com- 
miſſion, doth laſt till a new Biſhop is elected, and confirm'd by the Archhi- 


ſhop: but when that is done, the ſpiritual juriſdiction returns to the confirm'd 


(s) Biſhop, and begins to be exercis'd by him. Whereſoever therefore we find 
a Guardian of the Spiritualities who adminiſtreth ſpiritual jurifdiction within a 
Diocele, there is either no Biſhop at all, or elſe the Biſhop is abſent out of the 
Kingdom, or ſuſpended for ſome cauſe from the excrcite of his juriſdiction: 
And on the contrary, where there is a Biſhop in the Dioceſe lawiully promo- 


ted, there cannot be any Guardian of the Spiritualities. Theſe things being 


thus clear'd, 'ris plain, that when a Biſhop is ſummon'd to Parliament by the 
title of Biſhop of ſuch a Dioceſe, he muſt needs be underſtood to be the true 
| Biſhop of that place. But, in the ſummons of two Parliaments, whereof the 
one was in the year 1536, a little while after the promotion of Bar/ow to the 
Biſhoprick of Sz. David's, the other in the year 1541, Barlow was ſummon'd 


by the title of (f) Biſhop of Ort. David's. Neither, among the Guardians of 


the Spiritualities, who were ſummon'd to thoſe Parliaments, do we find an 
ſuch Guardian of the Biſhoprick of (2) St David's And therefore it plainly 
appears, that the iBiſhoprick of Fr. David's at that time was not vacant, 
but had its own Dioceſan Bithop, ſuch as all the other Biſhops were who were 
ſummon'd by the ſame Writs. 
To theſe arguments which I have produc'd for the conſecration of Barlow, 
I may alſo add this, That he was not only often ſummon'd to Parliament, b 
the title of Biſhop of Sr. David's by the King's Writs; but was call'd alſo by 
the Archbiſhop ro Provincial Synods by the {ame title: And in thoſe, he con- 
ſuited, and determin'd, with the other Biſhops, as a Biſhop, and ſubſcrib'd to 
what was determin'd with his brethren. 
That you may the more clearly perceive the force of this argument, it muſt 
be obſery'd, that our Archbiſhops do, by their Mandatory Letters, cite to 
their provincial Synods all the Bz/hops of their Provinces; The Vicars Ge- 
neral in the Spirituals of the abſent Biſhops, if any of them happen to be out

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of the Kingdom; and laſtly, the Guardians of the Spiritualities of the vacatit 


Sees, whom I ſpake of a little before. Sometimes alſo thoſe who are elected, 


and confirm'd, tho' not yet conſecrated Biſhops, are ſummon'd to appear in 
theſe Synods; but always with this reſtriction adjoin'd, of elected and (ww) con- 
firm'd. Since therefore Barlow was often both cited to theſe Synods by the 
Archbiſhop, by the abſolute title of Biſhop of St. David's, without any ſuch 
note (of reſtriction, ) and by that title ſubſcrib'd to their acts with the other 
Biſhops ; what elſe can we conclude from thence, but that he was truly Bi- 
ſhop of the Dioceſe of $7. David's, and not Guardian of the Spiritualities there- 
of only; a Biſhop conſecrated, and not elect and confirm'd only, ſince there 
appears to have been no ſuch reſtriction added to his title. 

In the year 1536, a few months after his promotion to the See of Sr, Da- 
vid's he was preſent at a Provincial Synod in London, and ſubſcrib'd to the 


Articles of Religion publiſh'd by that Council, the laſt (x) of the Biſhops, as

And that (title) which appears by theſe examples to have been aſcrib'd to 


In all theſe things he acted, with the reſt of the Biſhops, as a Biſpop; and 


him in the publick provincial Synods, we find alſo given to him by private per- 


ſons, and thoſe too his moſt bitter enemies. 


Gardiner, in his Epiſtle to the Duke of Somer ſet, protector of the Kin dom, 


written againſt a certain Sermon of his, ſtyles him my Lord of Sf. David's, and 
my Brother of (e) St. David's. And afterwards in the reign of Queen Mary, 
when the ſame Barlow was caſt into priſon, for his Religion's fake, and brought 


before the Queen's Commiſſioners, among whom Gardiner was Preſident, he 
ſo manag'd his (J) cauſe, that he not only eſcap'd condemnation to be burnt, 


but was alſo dilcharg'd out of priſon; being only depriv'd of his Biſhoprick, 
which he ſeems to have firſt reſign'd into the Queen's hands. And can you 


believe, that they would treat a man thus, who, they knew, had ſo man 


years enjoy'd two Biſhopricks without any conſecration ; who had alſo impi- 
ouſly and prophanely exerciſed the office of a Biſhop; if indeed that had been 


the caſe; and who had deſery'd ſo condign a puniſhment for ſuch a flagitious 
wickednels ? : 


But what did the Queen herſelf, who Was ſpurr'd on by zeal, or rather fu- 
ry, even to madneſs againſt the (g) Reformed ? She even accepted a reſigna-

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tion of the Biſhoprick of {Bath and) Wells from Barlow and in her Licence 
to chuſe a new Biſhop, pronounc'd the tame to be vacant by the reſignation 
of the laſt Biſhop (h) thereof. And again, in her Writ for the Reſtitution of 
the Temporalities to his ſucceſſor, ſhe recites, that the Biſhoprick was vacanx 
by the free reſignation of the laſt Biſhop thereof. Now ] appeal to your 
conſcience, learned Sir, whether the Queen would have exprels'd herſelf in 
ſuch a manner, if Barlow had never been conſecrated ? Or whether ſhe would 
not rather have thundred againſt him, and thruſt him out, as an Uiurper of 
a title and office, to which he was not duly admitted by any law, Divine or 
Humane ? at ; 1 ; 

But here you ask by the way, How it happens, that Bar/ow; who, in 
rheſe Writs is ſaid to have freely re/ign'd his Biſhoprict, is yet, in another 
Writ, of fgnificavit, ſaid to be depriv'd; and his Biſhoprick declar'd to be 
vacant by the deprivation and Removal of him? Tho' I can produce nothing 
better than conjectures concerning that matter, I will however tell you 

my thoughts; and that the more freely, becauſe, even in thoſe Letters, Bar- 
bow is treated as a true Biſhop, and the See is ſaid to be vacant by the depri- 
vation of the laſt Biſhop thereof. 5 
Queen Mary coming to the (i) throne on the 6 day of Julh, iti the year 
155 3, Barlow was immediately ſeized, and ſent to priſon, together with 
John Cardmaker, one of the Predendaries of his Church. He had not been lon 
confin'd there, when, being ſtruck with the terror of death, that he might 
come off ſafe, if by any means he could, he reſign'd his Biſhoprick into the 
Queen's hands: Which reſignation the Queen accepting, on the 135 day of March 
following, granted her Licence to the Dean and Chapter of Welli, to chuſe au- 
other Hiſbop for their Cathedral Church, which was deſtitute of the comfort 
of a Paſtor, by the free and voluntary reſignation of the laſt Biſhop thereof; 
as in the Queen's Writ it is (4) recited. Now, if Barlo was Biſhop and Ta- 
ſtor of his Church, as the Queen witneſſeth, the meaning of thoſe words is 
either unintelligible to me, or elſe it muſt needs be confeſs d that he was tru- 
ly conſecrated a Biſhop, and publickly acknowledged by the Queen for ſuch. 

On the ſame day a Commiſſion iſſued to the Biſhop of Mincheſter, Lord 
Chancellor of the Realm, and other (4) five Biſhops, for the deprivation of 
the Archbiſhop of ( Tork, and the Biſhops of () St. David's, (o) Cheſter, 
and () Briſtol, for that they had contracted marriages in fact, when as of 
right they ought-not. In this Commiſſion Barlow is omitted ; as having be- 
fore that voluntarily ſtrip'd himſelf of his Biſhoprick.

Two days after that, on the fifteenth of March, another Commiſſion was 
directed to the ſame Biſhops, ro proceed againſt three other Biſhops, () Lin- 
colu, (Y) Worceſter, and (s) Hereford, and to turn them out of their Sees, by 
virtue of a clauſe, in the grant of thoſe Biſhopricks from King (t?) Edward VI. 
inſerted in his Letters Patents; to wit, that they ſhould hold them during good 


behaviour. | 

In the mean time Barlow being ſtill kept in priſon, left no ſtone unturn'd, 
to ſecure himſelf from the danger of death; and did not ſtick even to com- 
pound for his ſecurity even at the expence of his (2) conſcience. Hence it 
was, that, in the firſt place, he produc'd, it ſeems, to Gardiner, and the reſt of 
the Queen's Commiſſioners, a book formerly written by him againſt the Lu- 
therans, whilſt he was a Canon Regular: and he either gave order for the re- 
printing it himſelf, or elſe committed it to them to reprint it. Tis certain,

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that book was (w) reprinted before the end of the year 1553, with a new 
(x) Preface to the Reader, againſt the Reformed ; whom the Publiſher paints 
in the blackeſt colours, and reflects upon with outragious virulence. And 
not content with all this, he alſo preſented a petition to the Queen : wherein 
he condemns and revokes at once all his books which he had wrote againſt the 
Catholick Religion, and gives God thanks, that of his infinite goodneſs, he 
had recoyer'd him from darkneſs to light, from mortal ignorance to the live- 
ly knowledge of the truth; and fo laſtly he implores the Queen's mercy, and 
lubmits himſelf to her good pleaſure in every thing. 

While theſe things were tranſacted, () Bourne would not truſt the Biſhoprick 
of { Bath and) Welle, upon the reſignation of Barlow only; but, as it may 
be gather'd from the Royal aſſent, thought it neceſſary to have him depriv'd 
of his Biſhoprick alſo. This, if it was indeed done, (for there is nothing of 
his deprivation to be met with elſewhere, ) it will follow, as well from the 
tenor of the Commiſſions above cited, as from the whole proceſs of Barlow 
before ſet forth, that he was remoy'd from his dignity, either on account of 
his (z) Marriage, which he could nor poſſibly conceal, or elſe for the crime 
of Hereſy, which, as I have ſhew'd you, he himſelf had acknowledg'd: for, in 
his whole petition preſented to the Queen, we find nothing but a confeſſion 
of erroneous doctrine. And when he appear'd, with his Prebendary Card. 
maler, before the. Queen's Commiſſioners, and was by them examin'd concern- 
ing his faith and doctrine, and he anſwer'd either ſo warily or falſly, that he 
was dilcharg'd by therti as a (a) Catholick; there was not a word ſpoken of 
ſuch a foul action, as that he had ſo many years exercis'dthe office of a Biſhop 
without having been conſecrated, which indeed would have deſerv'd the ſe- 
vereſt puniſhment they could have ſentenc'd him to: Neither is there the leaſt 
mention of any ſuch crime objected to him, in the proceedings of thoſe 


times. | 5 * 

I am therefore of opinion, either that Barlow was never indeed depriv'd 
at all, but that he voluntarily reſign'd his Biſhoprick ; is clearly confirm'd by 
the other Regal Inſtruments, and the authority of the Canterbury Regiſter : or 
if, for the ſtrengthening of Bourné's title, there was any ſentence of depri- 
vation pronounc d againſt him, the ſame was done for the crime of Hereſy, 
which he .confeſs'd, and the great fins and wickedneſs (4) he had committed, 
(to wit, that being a Biſhop and Prieſt, and ſome time alſo a Canon Regular, 
he had married a wife,) and not for that he had never been conſecrated a Bi- 
ſhop; whereof there are not the leaſt footſteps to be trac'd out in the life and 
actions of that man. | I e 

And, to what end (pray you) had he retracted the books he had wrote a- 
gainſt the Catholicks : reprinted that which he had formerly publiſh'd againſt 
the Reform'd ; receiv'd anew for true articles of Faith thoſe errors which he 
had ſo many years rejected; but eſpecially reſign'd his Biſhoptick into the 
Queen's hands; if he had known that ſo great and heinous a crime could ſtill 
be objected againſt him, which he could not by any means either ay or ex- 

cuſe? Or who can believe, that the Queen would have accepted a reſignation 
of the Biſhoprick of Bath and) Welli from him, and declat'd that Biſhoprick 


deſtitute of a Paſtor by his reſignation, if ſhe had had the leaſt ſuſpicion of 


ſuch a capital defect; which would not fo much have rendred him deſervedly 
to be depriv'd of his dignity , as have ſhewn that he had held his Biſhoprick 
without ever having had any juſt title to it; but that undet the title of a Bi-

know? Parker therefore knew what a man Barlow was. 1 

Shall we lay then that ſuch a knowing and wiſe man would be conſecrated 
by one that was no Biſhop? Who can imagine that one of the moſt prudent 
and cautious men living ſhould be ſo ſenſeleſs ? But perhaps he was under a 


. neceſſity to make ſhift with ſuch a Conſecrator! What? Could he not have 


been canonically conſecrated by the other three, who were undoubted Biſhops, 
or have taken the Suffragan of Thetford, or Bale, Biſhop of Ofſory, inſtead of 
Barlow»? Of whoſe ordinations (/) no body ever yet did, or could, raiſe any 
controverly with us. 8 | 

And here, in the firſt place, we muſt obſerve, that neither the Laws of the 
Land, nor the Canons of the Church of England, during the reign of King 
Henry VIII, did permit any one to be conſecrated a Biſhop, but by three or 
more Biſhops. This is ſo certain, that even our adverſaries themſelves do free- 
ly acknowledge it: And no body hitherto has pretended to ſay, that theſe 
laws were ever broken under his government. If therefore it appears, that 
Barlow did, even in thoſe times, no. leſs than afterwards in Queen Elisabeths 
time, publickly lay on his hands in the conſecration of Biſhops; If the con-

Archbiſhop, and approv'd by the King himſelf: Who will doubt, that Bartow, 
when he did this, was, without all controverſy, conſecrated; nor would other-

What 1 have told you was done upon his promotion to the Biſhoprick of 
(Bath and) Wells, appears ſtill more clear in his other tranſlation, by Queen 
Elizabeth, to the See of Chicheſter. Her Majeſty took care to have () ele- 
yen grave and learned men elected to divers Biſhopricks in her Kingdom, about 


the {ame time. All theſe ſhe commanded the Archbiſhop to confirm and con- 


ſecrate, as being yet only in Prieſts orders; And, it appears by the public Re- 
giſters, that they were all firſt confirm d, and afterwards conſecrated Biſhops. 
Other two, Barlow and Scory, who were Biſhops before, and elected to the 
Biſhopricks of Chicheſter and Hereford, the only commanded him to (9) con- 


firm: and it appears by the ſame Regiſters, that theſe two were only confirm'd, 
and not conſecrated. 


What Thomas Ward has written concerning Brook's book, or the Biſhops 
who were conſecrated in the time of King Edward VI. I don't any where find. 


This I know, that whatever it was that he wrote, he borrow'd it from Champ- 


ey; who relates that matter according to his wonted veracity in this con- 


troyerſy . 


You wonder, Sir, and a man of your wiſdom may well wonder, that an 


ſuch judgment (as Champney ſpeaks of) ſhould be given by he Judges of the 
realm, in Queen Elizabeth's reign, or even that the report thereof ſhould be 
ſuffer'd to be publiſh'd. But all's ſafe enough: Neither do I ſay, that Champ- 


ney was here ſo much miſtaken, as that he reported ſuch things as he certainly 
knew to be Tet falſe. For inſtance, in the fr place, (to begin with that,) 


he (7) ſays, The Judges of the realm, under Queen Elizabeth herſelf, doubt- 


ed of the ordinations of Biſhops made in King Edward's time: and confirms 


this their doubt by the authority of one of them, namely Brook; whereas, on 


the contrary, tis certain, that Venerable man died before Queen Eligabeth 
began to reign. For his laſt (5) Will was prov'd the 120 day of October, in the 
year 1558: but Queen Mary liv'd till the 17 of November following; and 
then was ſucceeded by Elzzabeth. 

Secondly, Brook, if we may credit (t) Champney, wrote this of Queen Eli- 
gabeth's Judges, in his Novell Caſes : But the very Title of that collection 


_ doth plainly ſhew, that Brook himſelf was ſo far from collecting thoſe Novel; 


Caſes, that they were ſelected out of his book, by another, unknown, Author, 


almoſt 30 years after his death. The book is thus intitled ; Certain new Caſes 


of the years and times of King Hen. VIII. Edw. VI. and Queen Mary, ſeletfed 

out of the Grand Abridgment compoſed by dir R. Brooke Kt &c. Lond. (4) 1587. 
And hence we may at length perceive the true ſtate of the caſe. Sir Robert 

Brook was Chief () Juſtice in Queen Mary's time, a man very learned in our 


laws; but, according to the manner of thoſe times, a zealous defender of the 


Religion of his Forefathers againſt the Reformed. He compos'd a moſt uſeful 
book, which was publiſh'd after his death with this title; The grand Abridg- 
ment, collected and written by the moſt reverend fudge Sir Rob. Brook Kut. 
ſome time Chief Juſtice of the Common (x) Bench. In that book, he has di- 


geſted, under certain Chapters, that whole part of our municipal law, which 
depends either on the Judgments pronounc'd by the Judges, or on the opinions 


and arguments of the learned in the law, and which at length are deem'd ro 


obtain the force of a law, when there is no written law to be met with, where 
on to ground a Judgment in any caſe. A work indeed of vaſt pains, and no

leis profit. Out of this Body of the law collected by him, a certain nameleſs 
Writer hath ſelected certain ae caſes,'argued in the reigns of King Henry VIII. 
Edward VI. and Queen Mary: And for the more certainty of the years, 
wherein thoſe things which he mentions were either diſcuſs'd or adjudg'd, he 
refers them all to their reſpective Kings, and the years of their reigns. The 


caſe here alledged is plac'd under Queen Mary, and in the ſecond year of het 


reign, N' 463, as it is truly cited N who, for all that, is fo un- 
faithful, as to refer it to the Judges of the realm under Queen Elizabeth. The 


Author of that extract produceth nothing of his own in that collection: He 


ouly tranſcribeth Brook's words; Neither did Brook himſelf do any more, than 
write down ſuch things as, in the proceedings before the Judges of the Realm, 
had been either adjudg'd by them, or alledged by the learned in the law. 
Brook's words are thus, It is ſaid, that Biſhops in K. Edward the ſixth 
his days were not conſecrated, and therfore were not Biſhops, and therfore 
*< a leaſe for yeares made by them, and confirmed by the Deane and Chapter, 
*++ ſhall not bind the ſucceſſor, for ſuch were never Biſhops. Contrariwiſe of a 
*« Biſhop depriued which was Biſhop in fact at the time of the letting and 
*« (.y) confirmation—”, Note the dzver/itie 2. Marie. N 


And this, if we may credit Champney, was the judgment of the Judges at 
that time. I wiſh indeed it had been ſo! For that would have afforded us an 


unan{werable argument for the conſecration of Bar/ow, which is ſo much con- 
troverted: who, having alienated a great part of the lands of his Biſhoprick of 
(Bath and) Welle, yet his ſucceſſor Bourne (who took diligent and commend- 
able pains, in order to the recovery of the revenues of his Biſhoprick,) never 
queſtion'd either the Leaſes or Alienations which he had made. Nor is it 
credible, that the Protector of the Realm (a) Seymour,) for whoſe uſe theſe 
grants were made, would not take all due care, that they ſhould be made by a 


man, whom he certainly knew to have a right to make Leaſes and Alicnations. 
But in truth ir plainly appears, that this was not the Judgment of the Judges 
of the Realm. Here we do not meet with any note, as we do in his other Re- 
ports, whereby we can underſtand, that even any one of the Judges ever ſaid 
ſo. Brook expreſſeth himſelf quite otherwiſe in thoſe caſes, where he reports 
the opinions of the Judges, or the Judgment of the Court. In this very title 


he clearly diſtinguiſheth between the ſentences of the Judges, and the opinions 


of the Lawyers. I ſhall make this appear to you by a few examples. Note, ſays 


he, by Tzbeh, Shelley, and Baldwin Juſtices; u. 2. by the whole Court; n.1. 


Tibeb and Brook Juſtices. So, Juſtice Pollard, and Chief Jaſtice Brudenel, 


on the contrary ; #.13. by all the Juſtices of the King's Bench; 7. 15. by the 
opinion of the Court; u. 18. by the Court; n. 29. The Court granted, 1. 30. 
by all the Juſtices; u. 58. by Juſtice Hales, and many more; u. 62. But in 
this caſe here alledged, there is nothing added, but only Dicitur (1t is [azd,) 
Here is no Judgment of the Court, nor ſo much as the opinion of any one 


Judge. Nay tis more than probable to me, from what I ſhall now obſerve 
againſt Champney, concerning the Leaſes made by Ridley, that this matter was 


left undecided. His caſe was this. 


Bonner bcing judicially remoy'd from the Biſhoprick of London by the 


King's Commiſſioners, in the year 1549, Ridley, within a few months 


after, ſucceeded in his place. When Queen Mary came to the Crown, 


Bonner was reſtor'd to his Biſhoprick of London? and, either prompted 
with the thirſt of revenge, or that of money, did what he could to vacate 
all the leaſes made by his predeceſſor, as null and void in law. Upon this 
occaſion a ſuit was commenc'd between Car (c) and Lechmore, for the 
Manor of Buſbley; which Ridley had granted to the former, and Bonner to

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the latter. In that whole action there was no mention made of Nidleys con- 
ſecration. The ſtreſs of the cauſe lay in this; that Bonner had been unjuſtly 
depriv'd of the Biſhoprick of London: That Ridley was turn d out as an ulurper 
ob another man's right, and Bonner reſtor'd to his former ſtare, and therefore, 


whatever leaſes Ridley had granted, the ſame had no force in law, he being 


unjuſtly poſſeſſed thereof. | 
The cauſe was carried on with the utmoſt contention, and the Judges were 
believ'd to incline in favour of Bonner: bur the matter being at length brought 


into the High Court of Chancery, and reheard there, a decree was pronounc'd for 


Ridley'sLeaſes. And tho? Bonner's friends uſed their utmoſt endeavours, that 
Ridleys grants ſhould be declar'd void by the ſupreme authority of Parliament, 


they obtain'd nothing; neither do we find that there was any farther pro- 


ceeding in that cauſe. 

And hence it appears, that Rzdley's conſecration was not held or pronounc'd 
to be void by any judicial ſentence in the temporal Courts: and we are not 
now ſpeaking of the genſures paſs'd by the eccleſiaſtical Commiſſioners in the 
deprivations of theſe Biſhops. As to the reſt of the Biſhops; this in the firſt 
place is certain, that all who were promoted by King Edward VI. were at leaſt 
conſecrated after our (4) manner: and their conſecrations are all to be found in 


Cranmer's Regiſter to this very day, without any one exception. As to the 


manner and form by which they were conſecrated, enough has been ſaid elſe- 
where. We affirm both, that none was admitted to the function of a Biſhop in 
the reign of King Edward without being firſt conſecrated ; and that their con- 
ſecrations were duly and validly perform'd, and not in the leaſt to be ſhaken 


by any of the exceptions of our adverſaries. 


As to Barlw's conſecration, I have already ſhew'd you, what care our 
laws had taken, that none ſhould uſurp the office of a Biſhop, unleſs he were firſt 
conſecrated to the exerciſeof it. I will only add here one confirmation of this 
our diſcipline, that you may plainly perceive, that Bar/ow could not poſſibly 


be promoted to the Biſhoprick of {Bath and) Wells, if any body had had the 
| leaſt doubt at that time, that he was not lawfully conſecrated a Biſhop. 


The new Ordinal of the Church of Eugland, reform'd by the King's (/) au- 


thority, was publiſh'd in the very ſame (g) year wherein Barlow was tranſlated 


to the Biſhoprick of ¶ Bath and) Wells. Therein, it is expreſly declar'd, in 
the firſt place, That from the 7 6 time there hath been theſe three Orders 
in Chriſt's Church, Biſhops, Prieſis, and Deacons: That theſe Orders were 
evermore had in ſuch reverend eſtimation, that no man might preſume to 
execute any of them, except he were firſt called, tried, and examin'd; and 


ſo laſtly wth impoſition of hands admitted thereunto: And therefore, in the 
Church of England it zs requiſite, that no man (not being before conſecrated) 
may lawfully execute any of thele Offices, except he were called, tried, exa- 


mind, and admitted, according to the (h) form in that Book preſcribed. This 
was the law of the Church and the State when (2) Barlow was made Biſhop 


of {Bath and) Wells. And who can believe, that he alone ſhould be allow'd 


ſuch a ſingular privilege, as to execute the Office of a Biſhop, without any 
calling, trial, examination, or adniſſions Or who in his wits will ſay, that, 
he could poſſibly do ſo, and yet never be cenſur'd for ſo doing by any mortal, 
friend or enemy ? 5 . e
